- Dublin Airport as the terminus for traffic from Britain and 
Europe suggested the necessity for building a Catholic Church to 
serve the needs of passengers and airline staffs. A Committee was 
formed in March, 1952, and was given the task of building a Church 
at the Airport. Weekly staff collections and social functions are the 
main sources of the Committee’s income to meet the heavy financial 
outlay on a building which will maintain the high standard of 
architecture associated with the Airport. The Church will be located 
opposite the main Airport entrance and will be dedicated to “ Our 
Lady Queen of Heaven.” 


It is expected that the Church will be erected on the 25th 


anniversary of the formation of Aer Lingus.
